Up Smoking

Revenue Up 


OTTAWA — Five afd a ‘half million of us 
must be puffing like the Little Red Engine 
going up that mountain. 

That’s the only way I can reconcile the 
government report that a million Canadians 
have quit cigarettes, and the statistics that 
show tobacco tax revenues are up, cigarette 
releases from bonded 
warehouses are up, and the 
industry is so prosperous 
that’ some companies, like 
Imperial Tobacco, aré 
branching out by purchas- 
ing. wineries and other 
businesses wholly unrelated 
to. tobacco. ~‘‘Diversifica- 
tion,” it’s called. 


The government hired a 
company called Canadian 
Facts Ltd., which is run by Waring 
the Gallup Poll_people, to make a survey of 
cigarette smoking and find out what was 
happening. Essentially what Health Minister 
MacEachen wanted to know was the effect of 
his department’s $600,000 anti-smoking pro- 
gram. Was it paying off? Or was it money 
wasted? ee 

The pollsters reported that more than a 

million people have quit cigarettes, but they 
did not say how many of this number went off 
the weed before and since Judy LaMarsh 
launehed the campaign two years ago. Of the 
five and a half million who still smoke, they 
said, two and a half million have seriously 
tried to quit, and failed. 
' ‘Exeise- tax revenue from cigarettes from 
April 1 to Oct. 31 this year was $126 millions. 
A year earlier the comparable figure was $126 
millions, and in 1964 it was $120.5 millions. 

Cigarette withdrawals from bonded ware- 
houses to the end of October this year totalled 
$38.2 billions compared with-$35.6 billions for 
the comparable period in 1965, and $33.7 billions 
in 1964. 


Barry Mather, the NDP member. from New 
‘Westminster who founded the “‘Nevertouchem”’ 
society in the days when Miss LaMarsh was 
still smoking two packs a day, is not satisfied 
with the anti-cigarette program.

Social Credit took votes 
heavily from (beth major par-' 
ties, won its first seat in 
Parliament -and ‘almost doubled} 
its proportion of the popular 
vote compared with, the pre- 
vious election. 

Social Credit helds views on 
debt and monetary reforms 
. similar to those of the Social) 
Credit movement in Canada, It 
deplores ‘the “mounting public 
debt and advocates reform of 
the banking system. On Viet- 
nam it supports the National 
party government view. that the 
few combat troops New Zealand 
has sent should remain. 

The Social. Credit Political 
‘League, formed in 1953, has 
contested every election since 
1954, putting up candidates for 
most seats at each election. 


Although the party scored a) 
vod treet its first election 
by winning 11.31 per cent of the 
total vote, it failed to win a seat) 
and its share of the vote) 
dropped sharply in subsequent 
elections, In the Nov. election, it 
won 14.63 per cent of the total 
vote, 

Nobody expected a sudden 
resurgence in 1966 although at 
the previous election the party 
leader, V. F. Cracknell, 54,

The commission was told that 
since the fund’s inception in 
1961, , 990 claims have been 
settled, with a payout of $2, 
890,155. 

Purpose of the fund is to 
compensate persons injured in 
traffic accidents involving 
offending drivers who are un- 
insured, who have no assets or 
who can not be found. 

Costs of the fund are paid for 
out of insurance premiums 
collected from motorists. Each 
of the 200 companies in B.C. is 
assessed by the fund in propor- 
tion to the company’s premium 
income, with the largest 
amounts to the fund.
